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Now that the Moor meetings are finished, 
there can be no harm in informing the 
managers of those meetings that they have 
done & grievous wrong in not taking steps to 
protect the public against robbery. It is 
safe to say that nearly a thousand pocket- 
books have been stolen from the crowds who 
have attended upon Mr. Moopy’s services, 
and these robberies have been committed not 
only in the open meetings at the Tabernacle 
and in Farwell Hall, but even in the inquiry- 
rooms, where female pickpockets have 
swarmed for purposes of theft while pro- 
fessing anxiety about their souls. Hats, 
caps, canes, umbrellas, watches, everything 
movable, have been carried off by these 
plunderers, and no steps have been taken to 
protect the victims. The Devil, in theshape 
of thieves, has reaped a rich harvest from 
the sainta-and inquirers.

„Beware of pickpockets,” much of this 
wholesale robbery might have been pre- 
vented. Should we ever have a recurrence 
of these meetings, it is to be hoped that the 
anxiety of the managers will not be confined 
to souls, but that they will also look after 
the welfare of the pockets of both sinners 
and saints. 


The city was never before so full of rep- 
resentatives of the criminal class as now. 
They have swarmed in here by hundreds and 
thousands to find a shelter for the winter, 
and to live upon charity or depredation, as 
it may be most convenient forthem. The 
boldest of them ‘subsist by burglary and 
highway-robbery; others by shoplifting and 
petty stealing, and still others by picking 
pockets in theatres, concert-halls, churches, 
streetcars, and wherever there is a crowd. 
The city is also full of stout, able-bodied, 
and lazy tramps prowling uround houses 
ostensibly in quest of food and clothes, but 
in reality seeking opportunities to plunder. 
Some steps should be taken to rid the city of 
them. One of the first duties of the Mayor 
and his police and the Sheriff and his idle 
Deputies should be the prompt arrest of all 
such characters under the Vagrant law. It 
is cheaper to keep them in the Bridewell, at 
15 or 20 cents a day, than to leave them free 
to prey on the community. A vigorous cam- 
paign should be instituted immediately. 
The Bridewell can accommodate at least 500 
of them and the County Jail 200 more, be- 
sides what can be put in the Poor-House. 
The Vagrant laws should be severely applied ; 
and, if they are insufficient to prevent the 
operations of these pests, then let the City- 
Attorney prepare a bill strengthening them 
and send it to the Legislature, so that the 
city may be rid of these birds of prey, 
housekeepers feel secure, and citizens be 
able to travel the streets at night without 
pistols and clubs for their protechion.

the collection of city taxes, but may readily 
be adapted to that end. Under past laws 
there has been a lamentable legal inability to 
collect taxes levied to cover appropriations 
made, and which appropriations have been 
exvended. While the law has required the 
expenditure to be made, the law has failed 
to enable the city to collect the revenue. 
The resultis a large deficiency between ex- 
penditures revenue, which deficiency is 
represented by a character of debt of doubt- 
ful validity, but which is sustained by public 
opinion. At the same time, the law pro- 
hibits the city from borrowing any money 
with which to redeem that paper. It stands, 
therefore, in the shape of a mass of overdue, 
protested paper, bearing interest, payable 
only out of the proceeds of back taxes, which 
taxes the city is powerless to collect. 
The whole deficiency of the city is 
more than covered by the taxes which 
have not been paid. There is no question 
as to the merits of these taxes; the objection 
to them was purely technical. The owners 
of the property know that the tax is equita- 
ble, and they know that it must forever re- 
main a cloud upon the property; but they 
stand behind the acknowledged inability of 
the city to proceed under a defective law to 
collect the same, Other cities in the State 
are under the like embarrassment. . What 
Chicago needs is such an amendment or 
addition to the law as will enable the city to 
have these old and unpaid taxes reas- 
sessed upon the property and collected the 
same as current taxes. Under this same 
general head of amending the Revenue laws, 
some provision must be made to protect the 
cities of the State against a recurrence of 
these losses of annual revenue and paralysis 
of the functions of local government. What 
the cities want is, not the power to borrow, 
but the power to collect, their lawful rev- 
enue, leaving no legal excuse and no ne- 
cessity for borrowing a dollar. Another 
amendment is, some provision of law that 
will enable cities—and for that matter the 
counties and the State—to obtain their reve- 
nue by the sale of the delinquent property, 
—these sales to be made under such amend- 
ed regulations and terms as will afford a legal 
protection to those who at such sales may 
advance the amount of the taxes to the 
Municipal Government. Those who thus 
come to the rescue of the public should at 
least have a legal lien for their money until 
paid. Itis probable, also, that in modify- 
ing the law it may be found convenient to 
simplify and reduce the vast system of book- 
keeping which now overwhelms the tax sys- 
tem with such heavy cost, and without any 
practical benefit to the public or to the prop- 
exty-owner. The present system of giving 
“notice” to the property-owner is absurd, 
fallacious, and costly. Each property-owner 


pays a heavy tax for a notice which not one | 


in ten thousand ever receives, or from which, 
when he réceives it, he obtains any informa- 
tion which he did not possess before. The 
present notice” system is a mere trap for 
litigation, when in fact and law there ought 
to be no more litigation concerning the col- 
lection of taxes than there is under a lease 
for the collection of rents. 

2. The City of Chicago wants some amend- 
ment to the laws for the better execution of 
that part of the Constitution providing for 
a County Government. This is no party 
movement; ina party sense each side will 
have equal advantage, and each side be bene- 
fited by being compelled to select the best 
class of citizens for the office of County 
Commissioner.

3. A third measure of remedial legislation 
is required to protect the public in cases of 
condemnation of private property for public 
uses. At present the apportionment of 
damages and the apportionment of benefits 
are made by different proceedings, and it is 
possible that at any time the award for 
damages may so exceed that for benefits

It is true the Courts have decided that 
the city may at any time abandon the pro- 
ceedings and begin over again; but this is 
not sufficient.

OBITUARY. 
GEN. JAMES A, HARDIE. 

A brief dispatch in yesterday's Tutnun an- 
nounced the death at Washington of Col. and 
Brevet-Major-Gen. James A. Hardie, U. 8. A., an 
officer who had many acquaintances and as many 
friends in this city, where he was on duty as Ad- 
jutant-Inspector-General on Lieut.-Gen. Sheri- 
dan's staff during 1870 and 1871. Gen. Hardie, 
who was born in NewYork, was appointed a cadet 
at the United States Military Academy in 1830, and 
graduated in 1843, a member of the same class 
with Gen. Augur, Rufus Ingalis, and Col. Fred- 
erick T. Dent. He was commissioned Provost 
Second Lieutenant of the First Artillery and as- 
signed to garrison duty at Hancock Barricks in 
Maine, where he remained until the close of 1343, 
when he was assigned to duty as Assistant Professor 
of Geography, History, and Ethics at the Military 
In May, 1846, he was Second 
Lieutenant of the Third Artillery, and in 
August of the same year was commissioned 
Major in the First Regiment of New York Volan- 
teers. He had hoped when war broke out with 
Mexico to have been to active daty with 
the armies operating in the field, and envied the 
fortune of Augurand other of his el tes Who 
had been ordered to join Gen. TaylorBarmy. A 
different fortune, however, awaited him. The 
New York Voiunteer Regiment was to 
be sent to California, and Gen. Hardie wes put in 
practical command of it, boing a member of the 
Catholic Church and could, therefore, it was be- 
lieved, better conciliate the Californians than an 
officer holding a creed alien to theirown. He re- 
maingd on the West Coast until the close of 1849, 
during which period he received his First Lieuten-

He was 
Acting Assistant Adjutant-Gencral of the Army of 
the Potomac during the Virginia Peninsular cam- 


time as Judge-Advocate-General of the Army of the 
Potomac, At about this time Gen. Hardie’s name, 
with those of a number of others, had been 
sent in to the Senate for coniéirmation 
as Brigadier-Gencrais of volunteers. His, wita 
others, was rejected, however, owing to a mistaken 
idea on the part of the Senate that there was no 
necessity for the pro increase in the number 
of Brigadier- Generals. 

Soon after this he was called to Washington and 
assigned to duty in the War Department. He per- 
fo the onerous duties intrusted to him there 
with fare intelligence, fidelity, and courtesy. 
Whatever may have been said about indifference to 
the amenities of life sometimes displayed by Sec- 
retary Stanton, noone ever breathed a whisper of 
reproach against Gen. Hardie on that head. Al- 
though harrassed by continual labor of the most 
— | and wearisome description, he preserved 
through it all his natural gentleness and kindness 
of dispovition. He had in the highest degree 
the unquestioning trust of Secretary Stanton. 
who was fully aware of the thorough military train- 
ing, unswerving honesty, and capacity for work 
of his assistant. In 1864, he was appointed In- 
1 — to fill the vacancy caused by the 

ath of Roger Jones. In March, 1865, he was 
commisioned Brevet Brigadier-General United 
States Army, for distinguisned and faithful services 
during the Rebellion, and in November of the 
same year Brevet Major-General United States 
Army, for faithful, meritorious, and distinguished 
services in the Inspector-General'’s Department. 
He quit in November, 1865, his special field of 
operations in the War Department, and was assigned 
to duty ag a member of the Board of Inspection of 
Arme and Munitions in the arsenals and forts of 
the United States. During 1870 and 1871 he was 
on duty onthe staff of Gen. Sheridan, a since 
that period has been stationed at Washi with 
the exception of occasional trips on inspection 
duty to various parts of the country. 

His untimely and unexpected death deprives the 
service of a man who was not merely one of its 
best - trained officers, but of one who bad never, 

ring nis useful life, allowed its honors to be 
tarnished even by a shadow of icion. Placed 
in many a responsible position, full of vexation 

rile, and temptations, he unscath

Marsh, while performing, is obliged to take off his 
overcoat and dress-coat, and wear a tight-fitting 
woolen age instead, even in cold weather, so 
liable is the exercise to induce perspira- 

The selections played last evening 
are nealry all of them quite familiar to 
church-goers, and everybody was pleased. The 
novelty in the programme consisted of the change 
melody ’’—a composition involving the element of 
variation, of which Mr. Marsh makes considerable 
of a specialty. His playing last evening was 
thoroughly app ted. 

On the whole, the City of Chicago, and St. James 
Church particularly, may be congratulated upon 
the acquisition of such a perfect set of chimes.

7 PARIS. 
DINNER-COSTUME SIMPLICITY. 
Special Correspondence of The Tribune. 

Pants, Dec. 1.—Although the shops of Paris 
still present great elaboration in toilettes, there 
is an evident tendency to simplicity in other di- 
rectiom. ‘This is particularly noticeable in din- 
ner costumes, and appearances denote that ere 
long these will be equally grave as the habili- 
ments of a Judge. At a state dinner given re- 
cently, the bestarred and beribboned titled gen- 
tlemen appeared more like butterflies of fash- 
fon than the sombre-dressed ladies, who, never- 
theless, were exquisitely elegant in all 
the perfection of true Parisian taste.

A Brief Sketch of Their His- 
tory and Development. 


What the Commissioners Have 
Accomplished in the Past

by the term th Parks.’ 
THE FIRST ATTEMPT 

to found these parks was made in the year 1866 
7 tollowing prominent gentlemen: George 
Kimbark, Paul Cornell, Chauncey T. Bowen, 

J. Irving Pearce, J. Young Scammon, and Mil- 
ton 8. Patrick. Two park-bills were d,— 
the first taking the requisite acres as an addi- 
tion to the city, and providing for the taxation 
of the entire community; the other stipulating 
that the land be chosen from tracts lying botia 
within and without the city’s limits, and regu- 
lating the taxation of property in proportion to 
its proximity to the park improvements. For 
the reason that it was found impossible to ob- 
tain the unanimous action of the whole city in 
the scheme, o toa spirit of jealousy and 
rivalry which Io existed between 
the three divisions the city, the 
was adopted by the project- 

ors, and was laid before the Legislature 
in the winter of 1867. This bill provided for the 
appointment of five Commissioners, the first 
Board to be chosen by the Governor, and all 
8 ones by the Judges of the Circuit 


ourt. 

The location of the parks was left to the Com- 
missioners, and, as was universally anticipated, 
they endeavored to acquire the 120-acre tract 
known as Egandale, lying east ‘of Cottage Grove 
avenue, between Forty-seventh und ty-first 
streets, for the comme le reason that it con- 
sisted ot high ground, and had previously been 
materially improved by its owner, Dr. Egan. 

Their worthy designs, however, were frustrat- 
ed by the opposition of Mr. Drexel, then heir of 
the estate. 

If he could have foreseen the great enhance- 
ment of values, which immediately followed 
the establishment of the parks he 
would undoubtedly have. seized the 
the chance to dispose of this portion of the 300- 
acre estate, and effected a much better bargain 
than he did in sclling the land in small quanti- 
ties during that and the penny yeas. 

* that andale could not be pur- 
chased, the Commission amended the bill so as 
to place the location of the parks west ot Cot- 

e Grove avenue. 

Park bill was passed and submitted to 
the peopleat the spr election of 1868, but, 
owing to a misunderstanding, was defeated. In 
the following spring, however, it was adopted 
by a very large majority. 

The zeal of those who had thus far taken the 
lead in publicopinion did not end here. Patieut-

This bill was drawn up and intré@&ted to Mr. 
Bowen for adoption at Springfield. This earn- 
est worker presented it before the Legislature, 
and caused, in great measure, its adoption by 
his eloquent argument. Joha C. Dore, then a 
Senator from Caicago, insisted upon its ratifica- 
tion by the residents of Hyde Park, Lake, and 
South Chicago, at a special election. The can- 
vassing was immediately begun, and resulted in 
one 0 the most exciting contests in the history 
of Chicago. The act was ultimately passed by 
a majority of 3, 787. 

This matter being decided, Gov. John M. 
Palmer immediately appointed Johu M. Wilson, 
Leverett B. Sidway, Paul Cornell, George W. 
Gage, and Chauncey T. Bowen to constitute the 
first of South Park Commissioners. 

At the same time the positions of Secrétary, 
Auditor, Treasurer, and Chief Engineer were 
filled by Messrs. Cornell, Gage, George W. 
Smith, and George W. Waite. 

Bonds were at once negotiated, and $100,000 of 
them had been sold and 120 acres purchased, when 
an action was commenced in the Circuit Court 
to test the constitutionality of the bill. By this 
intervention the Commission was delayed in the 
exercise of its duties, and so lost the remainder 
of the year 1869. But the greatest loss was 
caused by the rapid increase in the yalue of the 
land to be procured, for when the Commissifon- 
ers were at liberty to continue their purchases 
they were compelled to pay a h ad- 
vance on the figures previously demanded. 
The Commissioners consulted five prominent 

real-estate firms in relation to the cost of the 
land. The highest estimate placed upon the 
1,100 acres and boulevards was U, 750. The 
upper or west park was valued at $1,880 per 
acre, and the lower or eastern at $700.. The 
strip taken from Kankakee avenue ior the 
Grand Boulevard was placed at $30 per foot. 
This was in the winter of 1869-70. Its present 
value is $125 to $200 per foot. 

ASSESSING PARK BENEFITS. 

The Circuit Court appoiated a committee to 
ascertain in what degree the property affected 
would be benefited by the park improvements. 
They reported the benefits at $15,600,000, before 
any improvements whatever had been accom-

PIFTEEN MILES OF GOOD DRAINS. 
This year several miles more were added. 
The next thing after the sewerage 
was the construction of Grand and 
Drexel boulevard. This was done in order to 
furnish the people of Chicago, Who are always 


impatient, an immediate attraction, and has so - 


far succeeded that the parkways are more fre- 
uented than any others in the city. and are ex- 
olled as loudly by visitor as by our own breth- 
ren. 

Grand boulevard is the fashionable thorough- 
fare of the parks. Starting at the corner of 
Lower South Park avenue and Douglas avenue, 
it runs directly southward for a distance of two 
miles, connecting with Drexel boulevard on the 
north by Oakwood boulevard, and at the south 
by Bayard avenue. It has a fifty-five-foot centre 
roadway, bounded on both sides by planting- 
spaces twelve feet wide, and which 
contain in all thirteen acres. Beyond 
these spaces are side-<drives flanked on 
the outside by cement sidewalks. 
With the exception of the stretch on the east 
side from Oakwood boulevard to Forty-seventh 
street, and a block or two onthe west side, 
the side drives have not been graveled. The 
former portion is paved with one block of 
asphalt and the remainder of Joliet gravel. 

t is just one mile long, and forms the trot- 
ting-course, on Saturday, Tuesday, and 
Thursday evenings, the visitors are very numer- 
ous, and “brushes ”’ on the road quite lively. It 
is here that the great moving masses of fashion- 
able turnouts con ate in such numbers 
that order is only preserved by. strict 
exercise of the admirable driving regulations. 

Drexel boulevard extends from Oakwood 
boulevard south to Fifty-first street, there con- 
necting witli Bayard avenue. It consists of two 
drives, forty feet each in width, separated by a 
magnificent planting-space 100 feet wide. 
Winding walks interlace themselves in this 
lawn, and many 

THOUSANDS OF BRIGHT-EYED FOWERS 
and graceful plants and shrubs have been set 
out for the admiration of the thousands of 
flaneurs who seck relaxation from the turmoil 
of the city. The beauty and fragrance of its 
adornments have won for this driveway an en- 
viable reputation. 

The cast road way has heen long since complet- 
ed, and that on the west is macadamized from Fif- 
ty-Urst street to n apres the past 
few months Mr. Fred Krantz, the gardener, has 
introduced many new forms and arrangements 
among the horticultural embellishments which 
have attracted much attention and afforded 
great easure. Among them are the hame 
‘South Parks,” worked out with various spe- 
cles of flowers upon the lawn, and an artificial 
mound handsomely decorated. Many neat bask- 
ets and urns have also been set out, and literal- 
ly covered with vines and flowers, and at the 
southern extremity many small trees have found 
an anchorage. 

Bayard avenue is finished a distance of two 
and a half miles, completely encircling what is 
known ag the South Open Green. The portion 
along the north end is formed of Joliet gravel 
and thoroughly sewered. In forming the bed o 
the remainder, the Commissioners brought into 
practice their system of economy, which is a 
noticeable and pleasing feature of their admin- 
istration, by using Jake-shore gravel with a 
foundation of clay. The experiment turned 
out successfully, for while it produced fully as 

a road as thatin which Joliet gravel was 
the principal ingredient, the object was accom- 
plished at half the cost. The same plan has 
therefore been used upon other by-ways. 

Pavilion boulevard originates near the centre 
of tht West Park. and stretches westward to 
Western avenue three and a half miles distant. 
It resembles both Grand and Drexel boulevards, 
the length between State and Reuben strects 
being similar to the former, and the remainder 
to the latter. That resembling Grand boulevard 
has a centre roadway fifteenieet wide. A single 
roadway has been built through the entire 
length, and the property otherwise improved. 

WESTERN AVENUE. 
extends from Pavilion boulevard north to the 
Illinois & Michigan Canal. It has been com- 
pleted and is arranged similar to Drexel boule- 
yard, which it equals in every respect. This 
driveway should be connected by the West Park 
Commissioners with the West Side Park system. 

This connection, together with a short link on 
the North Side, is all that is now necessary for 
the completion of a drive of some twenty-five 
miles entirely around the three land sides of the 
city. 

When finished it may be asserted without ex- 
avgeration that Chicago possesses one of the 
finest and most extensive chains of boulevards 
in the world. 0 

Oakwood boulevard runs east and west be- 
tween the northern extremity of Drexel and 
Grand boulevards. Up to the present year it 
consisted simply of a single „ road. 
Water and Bas pipes have been laid on this 
avenue by the Hage of Hyde Park. During 
the past four or five months the entire appear- 
ance of Oakwood boulevard has been change. 
Its plan now consists of a fifty-foot centreway 
bordered on each side by two seven and a half 
feet planting- space, intervened with a ten-feet 
cement sidewalk. This is a mewhat peculiar 
construction, and its present appearance pre- 
dicts an attractive future. 

Acting upon the suggestion of Tun (Riscns, 
made last December, two rows of elm trees 
have already been stationed, with every proba- 
bility of naming the thoroughfare Elm Parkway. 

This fall a new sewer was built along the 
lower, western edge of Drexel and throughout 
the whole length of Oakwood boulevard. The 
latter will be macadamized in the ‘coming 
spring. 

New residences are springing up all along 
the boulevard, with a bright prospect of the 
immediate erection of many more, Even now, 
in its torn-up condition, the appearance of the 
street is materially beightened, 

SOUTH PARK AVENUE 
has been constructed of Joliet gravel a distance 
of 2,000 feet, joining Grand and Pavilion boule- 
vards, and ailowding a west entrance to the Park 
Retreat, throug t which it connects by second- 
ary drives with Bayard avenue. 

e Midway Piaisance ligks the east and west 
parks, which at this point are just a mile apart. 
A casual observer would scarcely imagine this 
route to be the future glory of Chicago. But 
this is indeed a fact, as the following descrip- 
tion will show: 

It is 600 feet ay — constructed ona plan 
homogeneous with Drexel boulevard, but on a 
far grander scale. On each side will be a forty- 
foot trackway, and in the centre a m ficent 
chain of lakes the entire distance, bordered by 
broad lawns adorned with delicate flowers, trees,

The nursery, which was first formed 
here, has been rapidly removed to the south end 
of the park, leaving the lawn totally unobstruect- 
ed.

The water-supply of the upper park ig fur- 
nished by an artesian well north of Bayard ave- 
nue, and a smaller tank bas been placed at the 
Stovk-Yards railroad crossing on Grand boule- 
yard, which, although it has a capacity of but 
2,000 gallons, has been found of material ald in 
maintaining the supply. Upto 1875 the natural 
flow of the larger well was considered amply 
sufficient, but during that year the demand in- 
creased sognuch that the Commission decided 
to and did establish an engine and érect a res- 
ervoir. This ungainly tank has since been 
boarded over and ornamented with neat archi- 
teetural designs, tili it even adds to the appear- 
ance of the park. 

In the east division the Commission have as- 
sociated in the expense of building Stony Island 
avenuc, which runs north and south along the 
west border of the grounds. A row ot ash, elm, 
and linden trees bas been stationed along the 
park side. The first roauway attempted in this 
division was the lake-shore drive. This has 
been graded and macadainized Jrom the termin- 
ation of the Fifty-ninth strect, or Midway Plais- 
auce, to the lake shore, and a short distance 
southward along the latter. It is a very attractive 
drive, sloping down in long curves from the high- 
er land, is 40 fect wide to the lake, and there 100. 
Numerous other routes, as yet ungraded, are 
being prepared for. Work was not commenced 
in this park until last year, but is now being 
pushed ahead rapidly. The existing inducé- 
ments to inspect this pleasure-guound are

and their associations. They lie in the nort 
west corner, and are easily accessible both by 
Hyde Park avenue and the Midway Plaisance. 

hen these were excavated the adjoining tract 
was covered with a natural growth of fine trees, 
which the Commissiouers wisely allowed to re- 
main. With alittle care they will equal any in 
the entire park system. The lakes are 
spanned by a peculiar rustic bridge, 
a massive foundation of stone. , This bridge was 
designed by the Commissioners themselves, 
without the aid of engineer or architect. The 
railings are painted in brilliant colors, and 
graced at both ends and centres with huge vases 
lied with gorgeous flowers. It is an odd piece 
of engineering, aud is, in fact, as a Commission- 
er remarked, a pretty good bridge for four 
greenhorns to make.“ N 

The banks of the lakes are high, and in the 
centre of one is a beautiful island. 

This portion, including fifty acres, of the park 
is now all laid out, and completed, with respect 
to labor. It is filled: with trees, flowers, and 
foliage, and a marked stillness and seclusion 
religous over . A number of geese, ducks, 
cranes, and other birds roam at large 
here, without fear or molestation. 
This winter the lakes are to be 
fitted out for a skatiag park. A warm house 
will be erected, with stoves, etc., and the ice 
soperly flooded to secure levelness and safety. 

‘he young peuple will thereby obtain an enjoy- 
able treat. The lakes are scarcely a block from 
South Park Station, where all of the Dlinois 
accommodation trains . Skating facilities 
are also provided at the Park Retreat lake, as 
previously. 

LAKE MICHIGAN 
is waging a perpetual war against the — 
property, and the Commission has been obliged 
to erect piers and otherwise fortify their posses- 
sions. Of piers there are two, one at Fifty- 
ninth and the other at Fifty-seventh streets. 
Both are built of strong piles, and filled with 
rocks. Their dimensions are 300x10 and 3000. 
South of the first pier a channel thirty feet wide 
by twelve deep has been excavated by a dredge. 
The swamp-lands in the central part are more 
convenient for lakes than anything else. 

The Commission intends. to excavate a large 
lake right in the centre, to serve as a sort of 
“ headquarters ” for the streams in the vicinity 
and this will be connected with the channel, an 
also with the Iwin Lakes, Midway 
Plaisance, etc., making a complete 
Venetian highway. These lakes and channels 
will do away in a great measure, with the build- 
ing of drains and sewers, and thus, while they 
beautify the parks, become instruments of 
economy—anotner cximple of the Commis- 
sioners’ frugality. Ine material dug from these 

ds is used in grading roads, ete. 

At Sixty-third street are the ranges of. the 
Chicago Rifle Club. Here is a club-house, built 
at avust of $800. Base-ball grounds, and other 
plats lor outdoor sports will eventually be 
formed, and there has been considerable talk of 
laying out a race-course on the land Known as 
Puilips’ track. Perbaps the greatest attraction 
of the place are the plenic grounds. These 
are situated near Woodlawn Station, on 
the Illinois Central, and are naturally 
adapted for the purpose. Of late the 
demand for room has increased to such a de- 
gree that new grounds were provided. The 
were engaged every day, Sundays excep 
during the past summer.

Up to this year several maples, ash, 
linden, and other trees have been removed from 
the nursery and planted along the park-ways 
and in various other places. A peculiar feature 
of the parks is the construction of a ramble in 
the northeast corner of tae upper park. It con- 
sists of thousands of vines and shrabs from 1 
to 15 feet high, planted in tasteful groups and 
forms, popes about 12 acres, These are in- 
ters with a perfect labyrinth of paths, 
1 in every conceivable direction. For 
children it is a perfect fairyland, and even those 
of more sedate years fin’ a quiet pleasure bere. 

This year, besides other improvements pre- 
viously mentioned, the nursery has been re- 
moved south of Sixtieth street. It now extends 
across the entire south end of the West Park. 
By this removal over 100,000 trees were trans- 
planted, Three or four thousand trees have 
also been taken from the nu and places 
about the West Park. The short drive connect- 
ing Bayard avenue and Midway Plaisance has 
been t hly sewered. Bayard avenue has 
been sewered from Fifty-fifth street to South 
Park avenue.

Barnum 
cannot equal him upon this score, Not onl 
has the press done him ample justice in th 
re t, but there is nota b or show- 
in eit v or country which does not either 
herald bis coming or announce his presence. 
Aud now we come to Brother Mooay as an ora- 
tor. No one will pretend to claim that he is 
eithera scholar or thinker. Far from it. And 
it is for thisreason that he seldom impresses 
thin people favorably. But allowing for all 
th ow that he is neither scholar nor think- 
er—there is yet much of the orator about him, 
and it was his oratory which, I conceive, first 
gave him Tone a notoriet 
common e of Engi 
—a e which has since become 
world-wide. He seldom fails to move his audi- 
ence by the recital of some little pathetic stor 
or experience, which in other hands would fail 
to impress or move the most susceptible. Of 
this kind of ammunition he has a large stock, 
and never fails to wield it to account with 
those he is oe gg in a manner few 
speakers can excel. This is oratory; not, to be 
sure, of the highest order, but still it is oratory. 
And lastly comes music, which might, — 
en more appropriately placed first 
list of causes which gives this man 
such wonderful success in attracting crowds. 
Brothét Moody did pot overlook the powerful 
effect of good music upon an a and in

u a very large degree. By co-operating with 
Mr. Sankey as a singist, to sing solos, and by 
securing a large, well-trained choir to sing the 
choruses and revival hymns, be makes of this 
meeting, ina measure, a kind of semi- 
religious opera, whefe it is pleasavt for all, 
whether they agree with him in what he says or 
not, to pass an enjoyable hour.

I have now glanced only briefly 
and hastily over some of the causes which 
conceive to be the secret of this man’s power in 
attracting crowds. I have aimed to measure 
him justiy and faithfully, and must think they 
have more to do with his success than the 
earnestness or plainness of the man himself, or of 
anything be utters, or of his manner of uttering 
it. Brother Moody attributes his success to the 
influence of the Holy Spirit, but I to the 
belief that the natural causes which I have above 
recited are more powerful in the accomplish- 
ment of his results than any supernatural in- 
fluence which he may claim for it. The religious 
foelings of mankind are the most easily worked 
upon, and itis not remarkable that so fluent 
and ready a speaker as Mr. Moody, when sur- 
rounded and assisted by the aids | have men- 
tioned, should draw multitudes to hear him.

THE CARDINALS’ “ scRUTINY ” anD “ ACCESSIT.”’ 

T. Adolphus Trollope has just published in 
London an interesting book entitled The 
Papal Conclavesas They Were and as They Are,” 
which is the result of much study, and evident- 
ly embodies the results of great research. From 
this volume are taken the following extracts:

When all the registers are mar the schedules 
or voting a are threaded on a file by the Junior 
Scrutator. e two ends of the thread are then 
tied * and the whole placed apart on the 
great table. Then comes the lust operation of 
the scrutiny, which has three divisions in 
case an e m has deen accomplished, 
which are, first, the counting of the votes; 
second, the ve of the votes by 
three other Cardinals, wn by lot, and called 
‘* ricognitori,”’ and third, the burning of the votes 
in the manner already described. But if no elec- 
tion has been achieved, the last po on of the 
Operation, the -ecrutinium,*’’ consists of 
seven acts, of which first is the it.“ 
This revoting is similar to the first, but Cardi- 
nal can be voted for by accessit unless he has had 
at least one vote previously. Nor can an elector 
give an accessit fonthe same nfor whom he 
voted in the first voting; otherwise he would be 
voting twice for the same person. The mode in 
which this method of the ‘‘accessit’’ operates, 
and the nature of the motives which will influence 
the electors in proceeding to it, are sufficient! 
intelligible. If A, for whom you have voted, shall 
be shown to have received four or five votes 
only, while B has received twenty and C thirty, 
it will become a delicate question whether you 
will transfer your vote to one of the latter, and if 
80, to which of them. If, failing your own favor- 
ite candidate, who has been known to have no 
chance, you are contented to have C, your course 
is clear.
